Realme,hee hath conmutted the cffence of high Treaſon : And yet neuertheleſſe, diners of Our 
Subiects ſeduced by him, doe receine , harbour, and entertaine him, contrary to Pur Lawes, 
and haue thereby incurred and doe incurre the penalty of thoſe L.awes,whichare capitall to the 
offenders. Me therefoze beeing tuſtly pzonoked bythe boldnes of the ſayd $mith,doe hereby ſtrait⸗ 
ly command all Dur toning Dibtects,of whatſoever condition, qualitie, oꝛ degree, that none of 
them directly 02 indirectly doe permit, oꝛ ſuffer him to bee concealed, oz harboured, but that foꝛth⸗ 
with they arreſt and appꝛehend his bodie, and bꝛing him befoze the next Juſtice of Peace, tothe 
place where hee ſhall bee appꝛehended, whom Wee ſtraitly command to commit him to pꝛilon 
without Bayle oz Mainepꝛile, and pꝛeſently thereupon infozme Us, oꝛ Our Pzune Counlell, of 
his appꝛehenſion. | 

And we doe further declare hereby, that if any perſon (hall hereafter directly oꝛ indirectly har⸗ 
bour o2conceale the ſayd muh, o2 vle, oꝛ conniue at any meanes, whereby the ſayd mich may el⸗ 
cape from beeing appꝛehended oꝛ arreſted, that then wee ſhall extend the vttermoſt ſeucritieof 
Our Lawes againſt euery ſuch offendoꝛ. And Wee turther charge and tommand all and ſingu⸗ 
lar Qur Judges, Juſtices of Peace, Waiozs, Sherifs, Conſtables, and all other Our Officers, 
Miniſters, and louing Subtects, that if they (hall finde any perſon offending herem hereakter, that 
then they and everv ofthemp2oceede with all diligente and roundnes, not onely againſt the ſayd 
Smith, but alſo againſt all ſuch as ſhall harbour, conceale, oꝛ tonmue at his tontealement, oꝛ ſhall 
not vſe their beſt indeauours foꝛ his diſcouery and appꝛehenſion, accozding to the vttermoſt extent 
of Our Lawes.
